Canadian Artist. 



Relations Between the Kaiser and 
the Czar-The Elbe 
Disaster. 



London, Oot 5,— Newmarket trainerB who 
have oandid&tes for tho Cosarewitoh Btakea, 
which evonb will be run next weok, hailed 
tho ohango of weathor with delight, the 
hoat during tho early part of tho weok being 
inteneo. Tho raoo promises to bo most in- 
tensely interesting, and will bo witnessed 
by the Prinoo of Wales and all tho promin- 
ont sportsmen of tho United Kingdom. 
Cesarowitch bottorB persistently rally 
around tho royal colors of tho Prinoo of 
Wales' Flori^l II. Among tho startors 
will be Mr. Charles D. Rose's St. 
Hilaire and Mrs. Langtry's ohestnut filly, 
BridgoB of the Soa, which are thought to 
havo a good ohunco of capturing tho 
atakos, while Banquet II, formorly tho 
proporty of Mr. Michael F. Dwyor, now 
owned by Cupt. Aikon, carrying the very 
light weight of 58 pounds against 125 
pounds which Florizol II must run undor, 
finda some favor. When they ran in the 
race for tho Nowmarket, Cup, Florizel II 
and Banquot II had the same handicap. 

Sir CharleB and Lady Tupper roturctd re- 
oontly to tho Canadian office from a long 
visit to Scotland, from whioh Sir Charles 
Tupper (who nover haBbeen really woll since 
the death of Sir John Thompson) derived 
much benefit. In an interview upon the do- 
olsion of the socrotary of state for tho col- 
onics, Rt. Hon. Joeoph Chamberlain, re- 
garding tho 

ATLANTIC FAST MAIL PKOJKCT, 

Sir Charles Tupper said : 

Aftor seeing Mr. Chamberlain on the 
subject I wrote him a letter dealing with tho 
matter, making certain proposals, and then 
wont away to Scotland. Now that I have 
returnod Mr. Chamberlain Is away from 
town, and will not come back until the end 
of tho present month, when a deciglon will 
probably bo given." 

Referring to the copyright question, Sir 
Charles Tupper said he could not discuBB 
tho matter now as Mr. Nowcombo had re- 
turned to Canada to report progress to the 
Canadian authorities, Although the auth- 
orities at Ottawa could not diBcusB the sub- 
ject with private individuals, he continued 
that the matter was still being considered 
between Canada and tho Imperial govern- 
ment, and no doubt Mr. Hall Cane will 
have an opportunity to Btato his case. 

Miss Florence Carlyle, who will show sov 
oral paintings at the forthcoming exhibition 
at Paris is still "an American artiet." 
Though & grand niece of ThomasCarlyle, she 
waB born In Canada and has passed most of 
her life in Woodstock, a town of Western 
Ontario. Long before Bhe had any artistlo 
training, Borne of her paintings, then only 
flowers, attracted the attention of Princess 
Louise. This led to her being sont to Paris, 
where nhe has sinoe prosecuted her studiea 
under Dolacluse, Lsfebvre and Floury. 

THE KAISER AND CZAR. 

The Emperor William being away from 
the capital political dullness reigned during 
the paBt week in Berlin. The Bundesrath, 
however, meets noxt week, and tho og- 
rtcultural depression will be one of tho first 
eubjeots discussed by that body. The 
agrarians have been very active throughout 
the summor. Iu a Bpeeoh this week Von 
Kabitz, thoir leader, deolared that hia 
erain monopoly bill would como before tho 
ReiahBtng during tho oomlng session. Ho 
added that ho expected aomothlng soriouBly 
helpful would be dono. Tho agrarians havo 
made alliances and have understandings 
with the wholo of the Right and 
part of the Centre party, and think 
they will have a mi-jirity this time. 
Tho chief Buhject of recent speculation 
has been tho contents of Emperor William's 
letter to tho Czar, and us to whothor it is 
political or not. Count von Moltko, tho 
Emperor's aide do cimp, who took the rqls- 
Bive to the Emperor of Russia, haa Btarted 
on hia return to littlin with an autograph 
letter from His Kueaiau Majesty. Tho 
Count wae everywhere reoeived in the kind- 
SBt manner. In an audionco whioh ho had 
with tho Czar tho lattor spoke in a flattering 
mannor of tho Emperor of Gormany. Ac- 
cording to an account published to-day the 
Emperor's letter to the Czar was 
nothing more than an invitation 
for him to bo preBent at a 
shooting party to bo he-Id at Trakenon, near 
Eydlkuhmon, on the Rusaiun frontier, and 
the Emperor Nicolas ia said to havo ropliod 
that his decision would depend upon tho 
health of tho Empress, who is on tho ove of 
her accouchement. In any caBn it waB added 
that tho mooting would bo fairly private 
In tho moantime Emperor William has been 
having good BporC in East Prussia, and on 
hia roturn ia going door atalking on Prince 
Haf/.foldt'a estato in Silesia. A Buite of 
roomB in the castle of TrachoborEO is now 
beiDg specially furnishod for His Majesty, 

THE "ELBE" DISASTER. 

A despatch received from Amsterdam 
says that tho action of tho North Gorman 
Lloyds SS. Co. against tbo ownors of tho 
British steamship Craithio, which sank tho 
Elbo in collision, oarly during tho present 
year, was commenced thoro to-day. Tho 
plaintilfe oontondod that no watch was kept 
on board tho traithio, and had tbo lattor 
altorod her course the collision would 
havo boon avoided. Counsel for 
tho owners of tho Craithie olaim that 
there waa no proof that she camo into ool 
Ualon with tho Elbo or that oven the watch 
kopt on board tho last named stoamBhip was 
inadequate Finally representatives of tho 
owners of tho Craithie claimod counter 
damages against tho North Gorman Lloyda 
S.S. Co, for she dotention of ths British 
stoamBhip at Rotterdam after aho had put 
in thoro, somo time aftor tho collision. 
Judgment will bo delivered on November 0. 

1*ABTEUR'S FUNERAL. 

Tho funoral cortogo convoying tho romaina 
of tho lato Profcaaor Louis Pasteur to Notre 
Damo Cathedral left tho Pasteur Institute 
at 10:30 a.m. to day. Gen. Sauoior, military 
governor of Paris, headed tho escort of 
troopa. An almoat innumorablo uumbor of 
wreaths woro borno bofore the coffin, 
whioh was followed by tho family of tho 
d,ooea«ed, ministers, sonatorB, doputios 
and numerous other JeloRatlona from differ- 
ent scientific and other bodies from all parts 



of France and many foreign countries. An 
immonso concourse of people Hoed tho 
stroots through which the funeral prooeBBion 
passed, although the sky was heavy and a 
downpour of rain threatened. The proces- 
sion arrived at Notre Damo cathedral at 
noon and ohortly afterwards tho funoral ser- 
vice commenced. 

A tolegram to the TimOB from Cienfuegos, 
Cuba, details an interviow with Marshal 
Campoa, in whioh ho says ho believes it will 
bo tho beat course to oontinue ths preBent 
humane methods toward the rebels, grant- 
ing pardon to all who present themselves 
voluntarily. Ho will not take personal 
command of tho troopa on tho field unlesB 
the rtbala ooncontrato in groat strength. 

A dispatoh from Havana saya it is report- 
ed at Havana that tho Spanish oruisorGonde 
de Venadito, which was sent to tho assist- 
ance of tho wreaked cruiser Cristobal Colon, 
has been lost. It should bo added, howovor, 
that the official dispatohes rocoived to-day 
mako no mention of any such report, and 
theroforo it la hoped that tho nowB ia not 
true. 

Diepatohea from tho island of Creto show 
tho situation of adairs thoro to bo very un- 
settled. Many murders have been commit- 
ted and robberies and othor aota of lawless- 
ness aro reported to be of frequont occur- 
rence. As a result the governor of Crete 
has offered to resign and tho mattor ia now 
understood to be under consideration. 



SEALING LAW RELAXED. 



Under the New Act Vessels Cannot 
Be Arbitrarily Sent Home 
Upon Mere Suspicion. 



Application of Extreme Penalty to 
Follow Only Wanton Violation 
of the Statute. 



The hardships to Bealors which have boon 
exporionoed under tbo Imperial act of lS9?i 
and particularly exemplified in the recent 
cases oi the Beatrice and E B. Marvin, wil 
not bo so likely to ocaur under tho operation 
of the amended law, the Seal Fiaherioa 
(North Paoific) Aot, 1895, whioh waa ono of 
the first moaaures enaotcd under tho new 
Salisbury administration, but could not be 
put into effect in timo to govern thla season's 
operations. The text of the act haa juet 
been received, with a despatch to Lord Ab- 
erdeen from Mr. Chamberlain, the Colonial 
Secretary, who says : 

' In framing this aot Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment endeavored as far as possible to 
meet the objeotiona urged by your ministers 
to tho aot of 1803, which were conveniently 
summarized in the draft bill whioh oooorr- 
panied the minuto of counoil of the til eb of 
February. 

' Yoa will observe that the aot continues 
in foroe for tho present the order in counoil 
of 1894 issued under the aot of 1893, bub a 
new order in counoil, embodying the neoea- 
sary ohangos, is undor consideration, and 
copies will be forwarded to you as soon as 
it has boon passed." 

The new aot is to remain in force for the 
next two seasons, until December 31, 1897, 
and no longer, unless continued by the Im- 
perial parliament. 

The law of 1893 said that any vessel guilty 
of violation of any provision of the entire 
aot " shall be forfeited " ; but tho new act 
modifies tho clause to "shall be subject to 
forfeiture " and Btipulatea this punishment, 
not with reapeot to all tho provisions of the 
aot, but simply for the offonoe of violating 
the main seotion (1), which forbida sealing 
during the oloae season or In prohibited 
wators. Offences such as omitting to enter 
in tho log the particulars of Beallng opera- 
tions are punishable by fine, boeidos the 
penalties prescribed in tho merchant ship- 
ping aot. 

Since 1893 any offioer of tho Britiah or 
Unitod States cruisers alike hue been 
authorized to stop and examine any British 
ship " if in his judgmont the ship ia being 
or is preparing to bo UBcd or employed in 
contravention of this scc'.lon." Tho now 
provision permits examination only when 
the offioer " haa reasonable oauso to believe " 

not that tho vessel Is preparing to violate 
the law, but that it " has boon " illrgally 
used. The text of this olauao is (U. S. 
officera having tho Bamo authority at the 
British) : 

1 (3 ) Where any commissioned officer in 
full pay in tho naval Bervico of Hor Majesty 
tho Queen has reasonable causo to bolievo 
that, during the period and in tho seas 
specified in an order in counoil undor tho 
act, any British ship has boon used or em- 
ployed in contravention of this aot, or of 
any regulation made thereunder, he may 
stop and oxamino hor, and detain hor or any 
portion of her equipment or any of hor 
crow, and may Beizo the ship's certificate of 
rogiBtry." 

Tho act of 1893 made it imperative to or- 
dor a ship homo if charged with any viola- 
tion of tho law, but for the future the Boa- 
aon's operationa aro to bo terminated only 

If tho ship appears to him to bo liable to 
forfeiture ":aud as tho word " may " is used 
in placo of " shall " tho officer will have, It 
would appoar, authority to allow a vossel to 
complete her Boason's operations and then 
anawor to any doubtful ohargo — auch for In- 
stanoo aa that preferred agalnat tho Mar- 
vin. 

Tho clause in tho aot of 1893 plaoing upon 
tho owner of tho vosBel the onue of proving 
that fishing or shooting implements or soal 
BklnB found on boaid in the oloae aoaaon or 
within prohibited watorB have boon illegally 
used or taken, is now omitted. 

A now olauBO Bays that this act " shall bo 
in addition to and rot in derogation of the 
provisions of, the Behring Boa award act, 
1894,"

Population. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Oot. 5.— Sir Julian Pauncefota 
had a long conference with Sir Mackenzie 
BowoII, Sir C. H. Tuppor and Hon. Mr. 
CoBtigan, to-day, on Behring sea mattors. 
It la reportod that a prominent British Col. 
umblan will bo the Canadian reproseutativo 
on tho commission. 

Many applications havo boon received for 
tho position of aido do camp to General Gas- 
coigno. 

Ottawa's population is 49,500, an incrcaao 
of 1,775 sinco tho last munioipal census. 

BELLA COOLA COLON V. 

The Settlement Progressing— Road Extension 
NeccsBitry— A Suow Full— ViBlted 
by Bears. 

Bella CooLA. Sopt. 20.— This colony is 
going on as usual with hard work on the 
wagon road. Rain haB commonced to hin- 
der somo, but we hope to bo ablo to oonnoatj 
tho different sections, in ohargo of different 
foremon, and thus mako a passable road for 
somo diatanco up the valley, and thus bo 
spared tho terrible drudgery of last winter. 
An important fact la that Bella Coola is tho 
only outlet for the Chilcotin country. A 
herdsman from there, who was seeking a 
market for hia stock and who visited our 
oolony, said that the Bella Coola valley was 
the only outlet to the sea for the wholo of 
that district. The Indians from the upper 
country, who have been very numerous in 
thiB valley this summer, tell the same story. 
Mr. Nordaohaw and Mr. Robertson, who, 
with an Indian guide, made by instruct 
tiou of Mr. Leeeh an exploring trip to tho 
Solomon river, give a similar report as re- 
gards that part of the upper country. 

A trunk road (wagon road) must some 
time be built from this vast and rich dis- 
trict to the aalt water, and tho Bella Coola 
valley ia the most natural and easy route 
for such a road. The money now expended 
on tho wagon road in Bella Coola is nob by 
any means expended for the colony only ; 
but will be bo much in advance when tho 
trunk road is built.- The Chilootin country 
ia widely known for atook raising, and what 
the stock raisers need ia a good road to the 
sea. 

The Bella Coola common Bchool has boon 
organized and Mr.' I, Faugnor, one of the 
colonists, la certificated and will teach (or 
the first year. 

' The tax collector ia here performing his 
duty. He will in form of a voucher rtceivo 
the $3 tax from every man who la on the 
pay iiat in Mr. Loech'a office. It does us 
good to bear a email part of the pecuniary 
burdens of thejprovince. We feel ouraelvea 
more at home. 

A quantity of anow has fallen on the 
mountain. 

The waters of the Bella Coola river are 
vory low. 

Dog-salmon are filling every creek az.d by 
etream ao the beata have plenty of lood. 

Grizzly and blaok boar are very numorous 
in this country, Two largo grizz'iea were 
reoontly killed by Indians near the INewoat- 
Bum river.

VANCOUVEU 

Vancouver, Oct. 5 — Tho tug Leonora 
ran aground in False crook yeatorday, but 
was safoly got oil. This makes five tugs 
that ran aground near tho entrance of the 
harbor yesterday in the fog. On land it 
was a beautiful clear summer day, bub a 
strip or bank of fog started at the narrows 
ontranoa and extondod back for sovoral 
miles. Through thiB it was almost impossi- 
ble to navigate with safety. Tho bank of 
fog was unusually donso for five or Bix houra 
and could not bo penotratod more than two 
or three foot with tho oyo. Some of bho 
tugs that r<n aground wore injured and will 
have bo undergo repairs. 

Tho Vancouver Dramatic and Oporatio 
Society have had a mooting, and have de- 
cided to produced Erminio. Tho opera will 
be put on about Chriatmas time. A dramatic 
pioco may alao bo produced. 

Tho St. Andrew's and Caledonia Society 
had their opening mooting of tho season last 
night, Tho society will meet monthly here- 
aftor. 

The Vancouver Proabytory met yeBterday 
and discussed important matters connected 
with local missions. 

Tbo Ah Sam-Pittondrigh assault case has 
terminated very differently to what most 
people thought it would. Judge Bole has 
decided that as tho information against tho 
Chinaman was laid on Sunday and tho war 
rant was issuod on Sunday and the arrest 
mado on Sunday there is no case. The ac- 
cused was discharged. It will bo remom 
bored that Ah Sam was accused by constablo 
Pibtendrigh with attempting to kill him 
with an axo when ho was serving a summons 
on him in the diaoharge of hiB official duty. 
In the trial one witness swore that the ac- 
cused Chinaman was quiet, sober and indue- 
trious ; another that the Chinaman was not 
shown his warrant, but was forcibly eiezod. 

Tho Vancouver council recently protested 
by resolution against the use of Dead Man's 
island for the purpose of a marine railway, 
one of their reasons bolng that a former pro. 
vincial governmonb had given Dead Man's 
island to tho city as part of tho park. Tho 
petition was sent to the acting Premier, 
Col. Bakor, who has sent a letter to the 
council in which it is stated that there aro 
no government records indicating that Dead 
Man's island had been givon to Vancouver 
for their use as part of the park, and asking 
for copies of any correspondence between a 
former government and a formor council 
thab mlghb have taken place on tho ques- 
tion. Moro than half tho oitizons of Van- 
couver believed that Dead Man's island 
was practically at the disposal of tho olty. 
The matter will now probably bo settled for 
all time. 

It has been so difficult on many occaaiona 
to traoo stolon goods among tho socond hand 
dealers that they havo been notified that 
hereafter they must report to the oity au- 
thorities every transaction in which money 
is loaned and the articles retained as 
pledges, with the amount advanced, togothor 
with the name and description of the parties 
who obtained the loan, eto. Every morning 
a policeman will visib bhe socond hand 
sbores for this information. This Is a sug- 
gestion of the now ohief, Mr. Ward.

Tho Chilliwack Agricultural Society had 
remarkably fine weather for their exhibi- 
tion on Thursday and Friday, and tho 
efforts of tho oflioors to aocuro tho eucceaa 
of the undertaking cannot bo too highly 
commondod. Profosaor RobortBon, who 
was present, oponod tho fair with an ad- 
drean, which was highly approciutod by all 
who hoard it. Ho mentioned thab many 
people in tho East are alroady in tho habit 
of speaking of British Columbia as a plauo 
where big crops can bo obtained, and alao 
referred to tho reaourcea tho provinces poa 
Besses in addition to its agricultural capa 
bilitioa. Tho excellent quality of some of 
the butter then on exhibition was apokon 
of, and the prospects of preventing bho 
Bending out of tho provinco bo many bhou- 
Bands of dollars annually for the purchaso 
of dairy produco woro montionod.

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FORECLOSURE OF MORTGAGE. 



Important Judgment by Mr. Justice 
Walkem in the Supreme 
Court. 



Value of a Prior Unregistered Mort 
gage as ku Equitable 
Security. 



Hndeou'a Bay Company v. KearnB and 
Rowling. This aatlon Is ono for the fnre- 
oloaure of an equitable mortgage ; and aa 
tho defendant Miaa KearnB haa allowed 
judgment to go by default, it h«8 been con- 
tinued against Rowling. 

In July 1891, Miaa Koarns being in- 
debted to tho plaintiffs agreed to secure 
them by a mortgage of certain lotB belong- 
ing to hor In Vancouver. She, accordingly, 
deposited hor title deeds and certificate of 
title with the plaintiffs to enable their 
solicitor to proparo thG mortgage ; but owing 
to inadvertonco on his part this was not 
done. However, aa a matter oflaw, the do- 
poBibof the deeds with tho plaintiffs for the 
purpose montioned constituted an equitable 
mortgago. About fifteen montho after- 
wards, namely, on the 22nd of October, 
1S92, Miss Koarns conveyed tho fee of tho 
same lota to Rowling for the sum of $,'300, 
which was subsequently paid. Rowling regis- 
tered tho dood tne same day in the Van- 
couver land registry, not, however, ae a 
deed in fee, but us a charge. Tho question 
to bo decided la whether, under tho ciroum 
stances which I am about to since, 
Rowling's roglstored charge la to 
be postponed to the plaintiffs' prior 
unregistered equitable security ; for 
by aeo. 35 of tho aot " No purchaser for 
valuable consideration of any registered real 
estate, or registered interest in real estate, 
shall bo unvoted by any notice, express, im- 
plied or constructive, of any unregistered 
title, interest or disposition affecting such 
real estate other than a leasehold interest in 
possession for a term not exceeding threo 
years, any rule of law or equity notwith- 
standing. " 

Rowling's aooount of the transaction is 
that about tho 19th of Ootober, 1892, Fos- 
ter, a former partner of his, met him In 
Vancouver and told him that he had the 
lota for sale on behalf of Miss Keirns, and 
that as she waB much in need of money he 
could have them for 5300, although they 
were worth doublo that amount. Rowling 
being also of thab opinion at once eoarched 
the title, and finding that Miss Kearna was 
registered as the owner in fee and that a 
certificate of title had been issued to her, 
accepted the offer verbally. No arrange- 
ment was made about payment of the pur- 
chase monoy, but next day, the 20;h, Row- 
ling gave Foster a three months' note for 
half of it. 

The following extracts from the notes of 
Rowling's cross-examination will best ex- 
plain what occurred at the time with re- 
apect to the title deeds : 

" Q Did you ask about the title deeds 
before you signed the note ? A. Yes." 

" Q. Did not the fact of the lota being bo 
cheap, together with the fact of there hoing 
do title deoda, arouse your suspicion ? A. 
They told me they had them, but in the 
office." 

Some hours later Rowling called upon 
Miss Koarns and again asked her and Fos- 
ter, who happened to be present, for the 
deeda and certificate, and was told that thov 
had not got them ; and, to quote from bis 
evidence, " Miaa Kearna said that night that 
■he hfcd ao papers." 

" A. What did she Bay about the certifi- 
cate of title ? A. I said there must be one 
in existence ; she said she would get it for 

" Q Yon know the full value of a certifi- 
cate and what it imports ? A. Yes, sir." 

" Q. Then you went and saw them to- 
gether and the promise was made to you ? 
A. Yes, that they would get the paporB." 

" Q Nothing was aaid about where they 
were ? A. No ; they would not tell mo where 
ikey were." 

" Q They said they could not give you 
the papers, and did not aocount for not hav- 
ing them, and you didn't ask them to ? A. 
Yes, I aBked them to." 

" Q. What did they Bay ! A, I said some 
one must have them ; that the certificate 
must be in existence. ' Did you have It,' 
I Baid, ' in the land registry office ?' 1 No,' 
they said, 1 ib was nob there.' I said aorne- 
one must have them ; I said to Miss 
Kearnes, when could sho have thorn ; she 
aaid, ' In a few days.' " 

"Q How did you come to sign 
the seoond noto of November 1 for 
the balauce of the purchase money lnfore 
ahe did got tho certificate? A. f had 
agreed to give that for the lots anyway. I 
went and saw Mr. MoPhillipa after I signed 
the first note. Ho said ho thought the 
claim was all right. 

" Q Ho thought you wore safe in signing 
the notes 2 A. No. Ho did not know 
whether I had paid the whole or not. 

" Q I ask you why did you sign tho 
second noto without getting tho title doeds J 
A. I had promised to pay that amount of 
money for tho land. 

" Q. And it mado no difference about tho 
title r A. Mr. McPhillips thought It was 
all right. 

" Q Did you toll him it was not forth- 
coming ! A. Yes." 

" Q. Do you mean to Bay you did not 
know thoro waa something wrong ? A. 
No." 

" Q. And did you not get auspicious ? 
A. I did not like not getting the things as 
they promisod." 

" Q Then why did you not refuse to 
6ign tho socond noto 7 (No answer. )" 

" Q, Why didn't you ? You knew that 
that would save the Hudaon'a Bay Co. 
Even if you were right it would eavo them 
the amount) of the aeoond note. Why did 
you not refuse to algn the second noto until 
you got those papers ? A. I waa advised by 
Mr. McPhillips." 

" Q Did Mr. MoPhilllps advise you to 
eign tho aeoond noto beforo getting thoso 
papers ? A. Ha didn't know anything 
about tho sooond note." 

" Q. Why did you not ask for advice aa 
to whether yon were safe in signing the 
second noto or not ? What is your answer '! 
(No anBwer. )" 

" Q. Havo you any answer to make ? A, 
■ — I don't know why I did not ask him." 

Further ovldonoo shows that Rowling 
paid the notes - and that he did nob know of 
the plaintiffs' claim until some time after 
wards. 

The above Interview with Mr. MoPhillipa 
took placo in his offioe on tho 21st of Ooto 
bcr, Boemingly, when Rowling gave inotruc 
lions for tho preparation of the dead from 
Miss Kearna to himself. Next day the deed 
waa executed there by Mill Koarni, Row- 
ling being presorit. Not a word was said at 
the time about tho mining deeds and corti 
fioate. In short, according to Rowling's evl 
denoe, the last oooaslon on which either 
Miss Kearna or Foiter waa apoken to abou 
ihem wu on the evening of the 20th. The 
deod, as I have already itated, was register

Twolve days aJtorwardB, viz., on the lit 
of Novemb r, Rowling gave the second noto 
to MIbs Koarns for tho balance of tho pur- 
chase monoy. Ib is manifest thab he oould 
not hive been oompolled to do so ; and, fur 
thor, that he would havo boon justified in 
taking steps to stop payment of the first 
note tho day after he had given it, as ho 
then knew from hiB vendor that the title 
deeds and certificate were nob forthcoming. 
But he abstained from taking any such Btops; 
and it would seom from this and other cir- 
oumstaneos which I shall rofor to presently, 
that ho deliberately took tho riBk of pur- 
chasing what he knew was a bad title in the 
hope that he would, in some way or other, 
realize the profit which ho muat havoexpoot- 
ed from having got tho '.lots at half their 
value. When giving his evidence ho Boomed 
to me to be shrewd and intelligent, but I 
had occasionally to call hlB attention to his 
unsatisfactory answers. Ho, personally, 
searched tho title, and would, us 
he states, havo complotod tho purohase 
without tho aid of a solicitor, but for his 
failure to obtain "the certificate of title." 
Ho knew tho value of that document, and 
was fully alive, as he states, to tho impor- 
tance of getting possession of both it and 
the title doods, from having had previous 
land speculations. His case, therefore, is 
neither that of a purchaser Ignorant of tho 
requirements of tho law — though ignorance 
might not excuao him — nor of one negli- 
gently overlooking thorn, but, in my opin- 
ion, is tho oaso of a purchaser deliberately 
ignoring them. Ib is idle for him to say, as 
he has done, that during his negotiations 
with Miss Koarns and Foster he had no rea- 
son for doubting their honesty, for at the 
outset he deteoted them in a falsehood. For 
instance, bafore giving his first promissory 
noto he inquired for the title deeds, and was 
told that " they had them, but not in the 
office "; whereas only a few hours later, ab 
Miss Kearns' house, they told him *' they 
hadn't them " ; and when he naturally re- 
marked " someone muBt have them," they 
did not deny lb. 

Moreover, Miss Koarns' promise that she 
would got them " in a few days " must havo 
convinced him that she had not then the 
control t f them, and havo at least caused 
him to suspecb that they were poss'Vy in 
the handa of the un-namod person wl>> had 
first, offered, as FoBter bad told him, ti give 
$300 for the lota. He must, consequently, 
have distrusted both of them from the be- 
ginning and placed no reliance on Miss 
Kearna' promise ; and his aotiona ahow 
that thla waa so, for, without waiting the 
" few days " mentioned by her, he 
went next day to the solicitor who, eventu- 
ally, prepared his conveyance, and told him 
that the title deeds " were not forthcoming," 
and, thereupon, aeked if ho was safe In car- 
rying out his agreement with her. He 
withheld the fact from the solicitor that he 
had just given a noto for part of the $300 
and might aoon give anothor for the balance, 
and now states that he can give no reason 
for having done so. Indeed, he aeema to 
have confided ae libtle as possible about the 
transaction to the solicitor, and to have been 
content with his answer that " he thought 
the claim waa all right "; but why the soli- 
citor ao advised him haa nob been explained. 
The explanation, however, lies in what oc- 
curred immediately afterwards ; and 1 ven- 
tnre to think that that advice was, for It 
was precisely followed, that a deed in fee 
ahould at once be procured from Miss 
Kearna, and that, aa it could not, In the ab- 
sence of the title deeds, be regieterod In tho 
fee register, an application should be made 
to havo ib registered as a charge to tho ex- 
tent of $300, with a view of, at least, pro- 
tecting Rowling against tho possible losa of 
that amount (if he ever paid it) through a 
prior equity boing discovered or a deed in 
fee from Miss Kearns to the person who had 
mado the offer of $300 suddenly turning up. 
Tho application was accordingly made In the 
narno of Mr. McPhillips' partner, in form D 
given by the statute. Tho charge having 
been registered the plaintiffs contend that 
the registration waa illegal. That question 
I Bhall deal with presently when considering 
tho provisions of the. Registry act, for I am 
now dealing with Rowling's case aa if tbo 
act had not boen passed. 

Worthington v. Morgan (10 Sim. t>47) 
was a case of tho foreclosure of an equitable 
mortgage created by a deposit of title deoda. 
Morgan, unaware of tho deposit, took a 
legal mortgago and from ignorance of the 
law of real property omitted to ask for the 
doeds. In giving judgment, which was for 
tho plaintiff, tho oourt remarked : 

" In this country tho titlo of chattels as 
was observed by Lord Eldon Is evidenced by 
posaeaaion ; but tho title to land is evidenced 
by written instruments. Therefore it was 
the duty of Morgan, beforo he took his 
mortgage, to ask for tho deeds ; and if ho 
had aBked for them ho would havo learnt 
that they word in tho poaaoaslon of persons 
who claimed a lion or charge upon tho tene- 
ments for unpaid purchase money. And I 
think ho must bo taken to havo had notico 
of thoso circumatancos which, if ho had not 
neglected his du f y, would have come to his 
knowledge" 

Tho preaent case is a much stronger ono 
as against Rowling, for, as I havo polntod 
out, ho was not like Morgan, ignorant of 
the requirements of tho law. Nor did ho 
negloct to ask for tho titlo deeds ; bub ho 
abstained and as I tbink wilfully so after be- 
ing distinctly told by tho vendor at tho out- 
set that she had nob got them, from insist- 
ing on thoir delivery or a reasonable oxcuso 
boing given for their non delivery ; and ho 
must have done so ioBt his prospective pur- 
chase should bo jeopardized by his learning 
that tho person who had tho deeds was on- 
titled to hold them. 

In Hewitt vs. Loosomoro (9 Hare, 458), 
tho Vice Chancellor thus summarizes the 
law: "1st. That a I ngal mortgagee is nob 
to bo postponod to a prior equitable ono up- 
on tho ground of his not having got in the 
title deods, unless there bo fraud, or groas 
and wilful nsgligenco on hia part. 2nd. 
That the oourt will , nob Impute fraud or 
gross and wilful negligence to themortgagoo 
if he haa bona fido Inquired for tho titlo 
doeds and a reasonable ox'ouso had boon giv- 
en for the non delivery of them j but, 3rd, 
that tho court will imputo fraud and gross 
and wilful negligence to the mortgagee if ho 
omits all inquiry aa to tho doeds." Row- 
ling's very limited inquiry cannot be con- 
sidered an honest ono or a fulfilment of bis 
duty. It ceased, if I may io express my- 
self, just whero it should have begun, and 
was, in view of all the circumstances, incon-

settled within tho province. By making it 
or keeping it a politioal ahuttleoouk for 
Dominion politicians to toss about ho will 
certainly not improve Mr. Laurier'a chances 
of success. Ho will rather make hla suoceBS 
impossible. 

NOT EXPLICIT ENOUGH. 

Commenting upon the condition of the 
agriculturists of Great Brituin, tho Loudon 
Standard in a recent issuo said : 

The timo for more talking haB gone by. 
Something will unquestionably havo to he 
done. It is for ministers to say what mea- 
sures they think host oaloulated to avert 
the great calamity with whioh we are 
threatened. Tho country has full confi 
donee in Lord Salisbury's statesmanship, 
and will bo ready to listen with tho greatest 
respoot to any plan whioh he propoBOB. 
But mere palliativoB will not bo of tho 
slightest use. Tho evil has gone too far. 
When a man is hovering between life and 
death, it is usoleBB to givo him ginger beer. 
The farmors will expeot from the Govern- 
ment aomothiug stronger than that; and, 
unlesa they get it, very many of them will 
Boon ooaso to bs furmors. 

What was tho Standard hinting at 1 
What is tho measuro requlrod to relievo 
agricultural distross which 1b not a mere 
palliativo ? What is tho stimulant that the 
industry hovering botwoon life and death 
needs? What is tho strong remedy which 
the farmors expect which is to aavo them 
from uttor ruin '.' 



SILLY SO HEM IN U. 
a 

The Winnipeg Nor'-Weator believes that 
the Gresnway Government, in dealing with 
the Sohool question, has in view tho advan- 
tage of the Liberal party. It represents 
the Manitoba members of that party as say- 
ing " the Manitoba Grit politicians returned 
tho Manitoba Government to powor, and 
why should it not be utilized again to not 
only do duty at another eleotlon in Mani- 
toba, bat also do duty to divide the Con- 
servative party at tho next Dominion elec- 
tions, and consequently be a material 
factor in assisting Mr. Laurier to 
the premiership ? " But those who rea- 
son in this way forget that the 
Liberal party, so far as tho question of 
denominational education goes, la formed of 
precisely the same elements as the Con- 
servative party. Both parties contain a 
l irge uumbor of tho advooatos of denomina- 
tional education and the upholders of non- 
«ectnrUn public sohoola. The former as a 
rule believe that the Manitoba minority 
ha ?o been badly used by the majority and 
that the grievance of which they complain 
should be remedied, and tho latter are of 
opinion that non-seotarian public educa- 
tion is best for Manitoba and every 
other province in the Dominion, and 
that the Manitobans should be left 
to settle their educational difficulties in thoir 
own way without interference from the Fed- 
eral Parliament. 

That Mr. Laurier is perfectly woll aware 
of tbia can be aeon by the very cautious 
way in which he deals with the school ques- 
tion. He knowa well that It ho takes a de- 
cided stand on one aide or the other he will 
alienate many who are now his political 
friends and it may be transform thorn into 
politioal opponontB. If Mr. Greenway and 
his colleagues in tho Government do not see 
'bis clearly they must bo very short sighted 
and very shallow-minded. They cannot ox 
prct to cause men who have atrongconvictions 
on tho mattor of oducation to change thoir 
minda. They would retain thoir viowa aad 
act upon thorn quite aa determinedly if Mr 
Laurier were Premier as they do now that 
Kir Mackenzie Bowell iB loader of the Gov- 
ernment. So tho Intriguing and scheming 
of tho Greenway Government — if they aro 
intriguing and schoming — go for nothing 
Thoy canDOt by kooping tho question open 
and by opposing a reasonable compromise 
help Mr. Laurier or hurt Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell. This tho Nor'Woator boos clearly, 
for it aaya : 

Thoro la littlo doubt that if this question 
was approachod in tho proper spirit, a 
spirit intont on justice being dono and re- 
gardful of tho wolfaro of thoir common 
country by both parties to it, that a satis- 
factory solution would bo soon arrived at. 
ThiB argument ia already being used in sup- 
port of Mr. Laurier's olovation to power. 
A sottloment would Bpeedlly bo como to, it 
is said, whon tho political frionda of Mr. 
Groenway are in possession of tho treasury 
bonchoa of the Houao. But tho roturn of 
Mr. Laurier to power is dooldedly improba- 
ble. And doos any ono suppose, seorotivo 
and non-committal as Mr. Laurier may 
strive to be, that a Liberal Govornmont led 
by Mr. Laurier and aupportod by Quebec 
Rouges of tho Tarte school would abate ono 
jot or tittle of the olalnia already put for- 
ward for romodial logialatlon ? Mr. 
Laurier cannot conceal his hand altogether, 
much as he may ondoavor to mystify tho 
electors of Canada with graooful verbiage 
and pretty platitudes. A ahango of Govern- 
ment in tho Dominion would not materially 
affect tho school question. 

If Mr, Laurier favored a compromise ho 
would find tho Liberal advocates of secular 
eduoatlon very hard to doal with, and tho 
Liberal bolievorB in denominational oduca- 
tion would refuao to aot in opposition to 
their principles to please him, no mattor how 
prettily ho might talk. 

The boat thing that Mr. Greonway oan do 
ia to exort himself to the utmost to tako tho 
Manitoba school question out of Dominion 
I>olitlos altogether. He may not bo ablo lo 
do so, but if ho is either patrlotio or politic 
he will do hla utmost to havo tho quostion 



that haa reaohed ua contains many very 
valuable and edifying facta. Tho wide toler- 
anco of tho members of tho Association is 
somewhat remarkable. They hold that there 
is sumothing good in men of all races, and 
they had something to Bay in extonuation of 
tho moat barbarous and horrible praoticsa of 
barbarians. Ono of them went so far aB to 
confess that ho " thought thoro wbb 
something to say in favor of cannibal- 
ism." It oame out in tho discussion 
that the Dutoh woro most succoBBful 
in dealing with uncivilised men. Sinco thoy 
had established thoir rule in the islands of 
tho Indian Oooan and New Guiuoo "tho 
population of the diatriots hud doublod, if 
not trobled, and in Java tho proportion ol 
population waa 1,000 to tho equare mile." 
This is a remarkable exception. Tho dis- 
cussion !b not calculated to increuso tho self- 
esteem or the solf-aufficionoy of the olvilized 
nations upon whom the duty of lnatruoting 
and elevating tho barbarous races under 
thoir rule devolves. 



THE INFERIOR RACES. 

Every man of thought and Intelligence 
must at some time or other have wondered 
how it 1b that oontact with civilization haB 
not improved to a greater extont 
than it haa " tho ao-callod infer 
ior races. He has aeon tho abor 
igiual inhabitants of countries sottlod by 
Oivillzed men in some cubob absolutoly d 
generating, and in other cases dying out. 
What has civilization, for instance, dono for 
the Indiana of North Amorioa or tho abori- 
gines of tho South Sea IslandB and Aus- 
tralia? Ho is puzzled to answer tho ques- 
tion satisfactorily. Ho will have to admit 
that, whatever tho Indian racea woro whon 
America was discovered, thoy aro now not 
very noble specimens of humanity. 

Some who have considered this question 
have, perhaps hastily, come to the conclu- 
sion that there aro some races of men who 
aro civillzablo and some that aro not. They 
contend that the unoivillziblo nations when 
they como in contaot with civilization 
eagerly adopt Its vloefl, but are not either 
intellectually or morally etrong enough to 
learn and to practise its virtues or to resist 
its peouliar temptations, The conBequonco 
is that the exotio vlcea in tlmo prove their 
ruin. • 

Thia very interesting question was dis- 
cussed vigorously and thoroughly at the 
late meeting of the British Association 
Professor W. M. Flinders Petrio, 
D. C. L., president of the Section 
Anthropology, delivered an addroBS on 
tho fundamental problems of race and civili- 
zation, in whioh he dealt with tho attempts 
that have been made and are being made to 
improve and elevate the uncivilized racea, in 
a tronohant manner and one which is not 
likely to meet with the approval of a great 
many benevolent and woll-meaning people. 
The Professor, in tho course of his remarks, 
said : 

" No change is legitimate or boneficial to 
the real character ol ft people except what 
flows from conviction and the. natural 
growth of the mind. And if the imposition 
of a foreign Bystem ia injurious, how miser- 
able Is the forcing of a ayatom such aa ours, 
whioh is tho moat complox, unnatural and 
artificial that haB been known ; a Bystem 
dovoloped in a cold country amid one of tho 
hardest, least sympathetic and moat self- 
denying and calculating of all people of tho 
world. Tho result is death ; wo make a 
dead-house and call it civilization. Scarcely 
a single race can bear the contact and the 
burden. And thon we talk complacently 
about the mysterious decay of tho savages 
bofore white men." 

According to this learned man's theory 
the inferior racea are not only not oivllizad 
by their interoourao with whito mon, but 
become depraved and weakened by it. Tho 
cause of thia is that wo attempt to force our 
ayatom upon thorn without taking into con- 
sideration tho nature and the antecedents 
of tho people with whom we have to doal. 
Wo hurt thorn rather than help, booauso our 
method of toaohing iB bod, and beouuso thoir 
minds have not been preparod to receive tho 
ideaB that wo ondoavor to force into them. 
Tho Professor, after Bhowing oho effect 
which intoicourao with Europeans has hud 
on tho mind of tho native Egyptian, goes on 
to say : 

" What thon, it may bo aBked, oan bo 
dono to educoto othor racea ? How can wo 
boncfib them ? Most certainly not by 
Europeanizlng thorn. By roal oducation 
leading out the mind to a natural and solid 
growth much can bo done ; "aut nob by en- 
forcing a mass of accomplishments and arti- 
ficialities of life. Our bigoted belief in read- 
ing and writing Is not in tho loaBt justified 
whon wo look upon the mass of mankind. 
Tho exquisite art and noble architecture of 
Mykentc, tho undying song of Homer, tho 
oxtonolvo trade of tho Bronzo Ago, all bo- 
longod to people who novor read 
or wrote. The greab essentials of 
character — moderation, justico, sympathy, 
politeness and consideration, quiok observa- 
tion, Bhrowdnesa, ability to plan and pre-ar- 
rango, a koen eonso of tho uses and propor- 
tion of things — all theeo aro the qualitios on 
whioh I valuo my Egyptian friendB, and 
such qualitiea aro what should bo ovolvod 
by any oducation worth tho name. Tho 
greatost oducational infiuonce, however, is 
example This is obvious when wo boo how 
rapidly tho curses of our oivlllzation spread 
among thoso unhappily aubjootod to it. 
Tho oontact of Europeans with lower racos 
is almost always a dotrlmont, and it ia the 
BPverost rcfleotlon on ourselves that such 
should be tho case," 

ThiB ia sevoro, but it Is nnfortunato that 
eo much of it should bo true. It ia a re- 
proach to civiliBod men, and particularly to 
men who profess and oall themselves Chris- 
tiana, that uncivilized mon and hoathens aro 
so often made worse rather than bettor by 
their Intoroourso with thorn. 

Tho diaouaalon whioh followed tho reading 
of Profeaaor Potrio'a paper must havo been 
most ln'.oreatlng, for tho meagre report of it

DOCTORS IN COUNCIL. 

AD.uu.nl Meeting; of the Medlco-Chlrurglcal 
Society and Election of Ollicers. 

The annual meeting of the Victoria 
Modioo-Chirurgioal Society was hold in the 
Philharmonic hall on Friday night, when 
tho following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Dr. G. L. Milne ; 
vice-president, Dr. J. D. Helmckon ; and 
seoretary-treaBuror, Dr. Fraser. 

After tho election of officors and uaual 
routine business, Dr. Milne gavo a short ad- 
dross on " RemlniBoencea of Victoria," ex- 
tending over a porlod of fifteon yoara. He 
referred to hia first impreaaiona of Victoria 
and to the hospital facilities then oxiating 
aa compared with those at present. He also 
spoke in complimentary termB of the mum- 
bers of tho profession who were then in 
active profoasional work and who have 
einoe paBaed away — few now ure left 
who at that timo were in active practice. 
He aleo referred to tho intereat taken in 
political affairs by the medical men who 
first settled in tho province, and who had 
done muoh in the way of law-making and 
governing tho country. Among thoao ho 
mentioned Dr. J. S. Holmckon, who had 
been a resident of this country sinco 1850, 
and who had taken an active part in legis- 
lative matters, being one of tho three dolo- 
gatea to Ottawa to arrange tho terms of con- 
federation. Dr. Carrol, of Cariboo, was an- 
other delegate on tho eamo mission. 
Another prominent membor of tho modi- 
cal profession mentioned in this par- 
ticular waa Dr. J. C. Davie, sonior, 
who was at the timo of hia death an active 
member of the legislature. Thon thore wore 
Dr. Trimble who represented Victoria and 
was for a period apoaker of tho house of 
nsBombly, and Dr. Aah who for Borne timo 
repreoented Comox, and waa a man who 
identified himself with everything tonding 
to tho advancement of tho province. Dr. 
Powell also took an active part in political 
affairs, and much of tho early legislation 
whloh is still on the statutes was tho result 
of their deliberations.] 

A vote of thanks waB tondorod Dr. Milne 
for his addrosa. Other matters portalning 
to tho society and itc work woro discuaaed. 

Tho prOBidont informed tho meeting that 
it waa possible Dr. P. H. Bryoo, ooorottvry of 
the Ontario Board of Health, who is attend- 
ing the American Public Hoalth Association 
now In session at Denver, would visit tho 
olty next week, and might be inducod to ad- 
dressee aociety on mattors portaining to 
public health.

SHIPS AND SHIPPINfi. 

Arrival or the " Strutlinevls " From the Orient 
—Seizure by tho Fishery Protec- 
tion Ollicers. 

An immente cargo of 5,000 tona miscel- 
laneous fro'gat arrived hero aboard tho 
Northern Pacific steamship Strathnevis last 
evening, that big freighter having left Hong- 
kong on August 28 laat and Yokohama on 
tho lG'.h September— only three daya after 
the last arrived Empress. Sho boars 
tho marks of rough handling by 
tho aoa, received during a typhoon 
In Shanghai river on tho (J:h and 7th 
ultimo ; and alao had her full sharo of foggy 
woathor on tin trip, fifing thoreby detainod 
outaido Capo Flattery for about four and- 
fcwonty houra. Tho only interesting item of 
Oriental news brought by the Strathnovia ia 
in rogard to tho departure of British and 
American officorB, just before her aailiDg, 
from Foo Chow, to lend weight by their 
presence to tho demand of tho powers repre- 
sented, for full satisfaction in connection 
with tho Kuohong outrages. Of tho cargo 
just received there aro .'i'lO tons for Vic- 
toria, Incluaive of SO tons for transhipment 
to San Frauoiaco ; as passongers tho Strath- 
novU had 39 Japa and 12 Chinese. 

CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 

Tho Dominion atoamor Quadra returned 
to port yesterday afternoon from a cruiao to 
Baynoa Sound, where all the buoya and 
beacona woro ovorhauhd and where necea- 
aary ronowed. From Baynea Sound tho 
Bteamor proceeded on fishery aorvice to tho 
Cowlohan and Chemainus rivers, Joe Silvia, 
an Italian fisherman well known here, boing 
caught red-handed at the entrance ta tho 
latter while engaged with six employes in 
taking a.ilmon with a 1-00-foot aoine net. 
Capt. Walbran aefzad boat and not for 
flagrant violation of tho fishery regulations, 
and with them returned to Victoria. Sal- 
mon are running freely along the whole of 
tho inland coastal watora, especially in the 
vicinity of Cowichan bay and through San- 
aum Narrows to tho northward. 

ARRIVAL OK MAIL STEAMERS 

Owing to her being delayed by Btrong 
hoad wlnda en route from San Francisco It 
was 10 o'clook yoaterday before tho Umatilla 
prooBeded to the Sound.

FOSSIL FIfiDS. 

Some Interesting Specimens Brought From 
tho North by Dr. Ncwcomuei 

For tho past two montha Dr, Nowcombe 
haa boon " up North " on a Eclentific excur- 
sion, and ho has now brought back with 
him a number of interesting speoimenB, 
some of which he will presont to tho Pro- 
vincial museum. Tho party had a some- 
what rough time of it, having to live upon 
fish a good part of the time, for food birds 
and game were not often obtained. In tho 
neighborhood of Mimpklsh and Port Mo- 
Nolll a number of foaBil plants woro secured, 
an interoatlng faot boing that Borne of thrso 
foaaila, as already discovered by Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson, bear a oIobb reBomblanco to 
plants now growing in Florida and Georgia, 
an indication that at ono time tho climate In 
tho far North was similar to that of the 
Southorn Atlantio coast of the continent. 
At Port MoNoill a couplo of men were 
notlcod boring for coal, but with what ro- 
aulb waa not learnod. 

Noxt tho party wont north to Skidegato, 
whoro in dredging a Rpooimon of tho Foathor 
Star wbb found, a marino plant that has not 
hitherto boon obtainod in British Columbia 
watore, With tho aaaiatanco of aprospootor 
named Donaldson throo line spoaimona of 
tho dark bodiod Shoarwator (puffinus 
gnseut) and somo tuftod puffins woro 
alao obtainod. Tho former will bo a 
now addition to tho Provincial museum, no 
apocimonB having hithorto beon rocelvod 
there. 

A groat quantity of foaaila of tho coal- 
boaring orotacoous period havo beon brought 
down by Dr. Nowcombo, in the hopo that 
thoir examination and classification may 
give somo practical roaulta in information 
as to tho geology of tho district whoro thoy 
woro found.

Tho wound in my head, 
which had caused great loss of blood, heal- 
ed oil ono way, as wo say in Warwick- 
shire, and about noon on tho second day 
after leaving Dort I was woll enough to 
reach tho deck unassisted and Bit in tho 
Bunshino on a pile of rugs which Mistress 
Anno, my constant nurse, had laid for mo 
In a corner sheltered from tho wind.

Regulation* aud Directions to Pie 
vent the Spread of Scarlet 
Fever or Diphtheria. 



The Medical Health Officer Made 
Responsible for the Due Enforce- 
ment of the By law. 



Yesterday a meeting of the city board of 
health was held, the medical health officer 
being present, at whioh a liBt of rulea and 
directions was paased, giving information as 
to what muBfc bo done in cases of scarlet 
fover or diphtheria. There having been 
several easos of scarlet fever lately, it waB 
thought beat to to take steps to effectually 
prevent any possibility of the disease 
spreading. Aid. Humphrey, Williams and 
Bragg, tne printing committee, were in- 
structed to have 5,000 copies of the follow 
ing rules printed for distribution throughout 
the city : 

Any one ill with soarlet fever or diph- 
theria should bo isolated with a nurse in a 
room whioh meets the approval of the med- 
ical health officer. The room or roomB 
should be without carpet or unnecessary 
furniture, or clothing. No persons oxcepb 
thoBe needed for the oare of tho sick should 
enter tho Bick-room. In cases of acarlot 
fever, the isolation must continue for six 
weeks; in eases of diphtheria, until the pa- 
tient has entirely recovered. 

During tho illness uteneila used by tho 
sick should bo woll aloanaed with boiling 
water before being usod by other porBona. 
Food loft should be destroyed. All washable 
bed or body clothing should bo boilod fcr 
titteon minutes after being saturated in a 
solution of curbollc acid, 1 20, placod just 
outside the door of tho infectod room. Tho 
discharges from tho throat and noso must 
be received in cups that can be diainfeoted, 
or in clothe that are to be burned. Vessels 
for receiving disohargos from the mouth, 
nose, kidnoye, inwela, and vomitod matter, 
should contain ajaolution of corrosivo sub- 
limate, 1 to 1.000, or carbolic aoid, 1 to 20. 
A sheet kepb saturated in a solution of car- 
bolic acid, 1 part aoid to 20 parts waser, 
should be hung on the inside and another on 
the outside of tho door of the Infectod room. 
Do not use metal dishes to hold the oorrosivo 
sublimate, and remomber this disinfectant Is 
a poiBon. 

Bofore loaving the sick room, and after all 
diequamation bus taken plaae, the patient 
should bo thoroughly washed, including the 
head, and fresh uninfected clothing put on, 
leaving everything elso behind to be disin- 
fected. Those who remain in the house 
where there is a case of the disease must care- 
fully avoid oontaat with others, and must not 
go to school, church, [or any general gather- 
ing, or to any house without the consent of 
the medical health officer. 

Sec. 12, of tho "Health by-law" provides 
that where isolation cannot be obtained at 
the house, or the dwelling in a thickly in- 
habited part of the city, the patient must bo 
removed to the Isolation hospital, provided 
it can be done without danger to the life of 
tho patient. 

According to eeobion 30, in cases of Med' 
iioua diseases, the medical health officer 
shall cause a placard to be placed on tho 
front of the infected house in a conspicuous 
place, and there maintained by tho ocou 
panb till the medical officer orders its ro 
moval. At the termination of the illness 
the infected premises must be disinfected, 
under the instructions of the medical health 
officer or by some one appointed by him. 
The infected room should 1)3 tightly olosod, 
and with all its contents, fumigated for 24 
hours, with the fumes of burning euiphur, 
In proportion of at least ',1 lbs. to 100 cubic 
feet of air Bpaoe, after all articles in tho 
room have beon bo arranged as to be readily 
reached by the gas. Burn the sulphur over 
water. After fumigating the windows of 
tho room should be thrown open and tho 
floor and other woodwork should bo tho- 
roughly washed with a hot solution of cor 
rosivo sublimate, 1 to 1,000 ( 6 gra. to 1 gal 
Ion of water), or carbolic aoid. 1 to 20. All 
articles of little value that have been in tho 
room should be burned. Clothing and fur- 
nishing that can bo so treated should bo 
boiled, and other things oxpoaod to tho 
fresh air for several daya. 

Under section 24 physioiana and surgeons 
are requirod to immediately notify the 
medical health officer in writing with tho 
names of person or porsona Buffering from 
scarlatina, scarlet fever, diphtheria, mem- 
branous oroup, whooping cough, measles, 
German moaeles, typhoid fever, smallpox, 
typhus fever, yellow fover or cholera. 

Section 60 of tho provincial aob requires 
householders to report Immediately oases of 
Infections or contagious diseases ocourring 
within their familios or their housohold, 
while section 14, " Health by-law," provides 
that any porson departing from or entering 
any infected or quarantine house, or who 
shall rernovo anything from Buch placo, shall 
be subject; to a penalty of S100 or to three 
monthB' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Section SO of tho provincial act statos : 
yVhonovor u case of smallpox, cholera, 
scarlatina, diphtheria, whooping cough, 
measles or infoatious disease oxists in any 
household belonging to which are persons 
attending school, tho householder shall, 
within eighteon hours of the time such 
disease is known to exisb, notify tho head 
teacher of such school or schools and also 
tho local board of health, of the exletonco of 
auch. Failure to comply with tho above 
regulation may aubjeob the houaeholdor to a 
iduo of $50 and costs, or to imprisonment. 

Whenever any housoholdor or porson ba- 
longlng to any family, or dwelling in any 
lodging house, has reason to auapoct or bo- 
Hevo that any diaoaBO by whioh any mombor 
of tho said family or person lodging iu tho 
said house la o ffiictod, is infectious or con- 
tagious, the said housoholdor or porson first 
mentioned heroin shall notify at once some 
duly registered praotltionor or the medical 
health officer, either In porson or by writing, 
delivered at or posted to his addroaa. 

Tho previoua resolution as to tho duties 
of the medical health offioer and sanitary 
Inspector waa rescinded, and bhe following 
adopted in its stead: 

" Whorovor difficulties have arisen be- 
twoon the medical health officer and Banitary 
inspector ua to tho extent of their rospootivo 
powers under the hoalth by-law, in oases of 
ditt'sroncos of opinion between such oflicara ; 
thoreforo bo lb reaolved that tho sanitary in- 
spector in all mattors carry out all instruc- 
tions of tho medical health offioer, who is 
hereby mado responsible to the board of 
health for the due onforcemonb of all provi- 
sions of the said by-law."

Blatant with bona Qdo dealing or a desire to 
know the true state of tho title ; see Agra 
Bank vs. Barry, per Lord Selborne (L. R. 7 
H. L., at p. 157). Suoh oonduot is alwaya 
regarded by the courb as evidenco of a 
fraudulent intent to oaoopo notice of a prior 
equity ; and it mattors not that Rowling had 
no particular person iu view ; see per Fry, 
L J., when commenting on Worthlngton vs. 
Mprgan, in Northern Counties of Kogland 
Ina. Co. va. Whipp, 26 C. D., ab pp. 490, 
492 Suoh being the ease, if we had no re- 
giatry aob, the plaintiffs would now be en- 
titled to a judgment in their favor. Wheth- 
or that aot warrants a different result is the 
next question, 

One of the objeota of the act " is," to use 
Lord Cilrna' language whon referring, in the 
Agra Bink aaso, to the Irish Register aor, 
"to givo a premium to diligence in regis- 
tration. Another and nob lesB impor- 
tant one is that tho registry books 
ohall givo intending purchasers und others 
oorreot information aa to the stato of any 
given registered title ; and to promote that 
result, as far as poasiblo, certain definitions 
and rulea aro stated in tho aot for the guid- 
ance of tho registrar aa woll aa of tho publio. 

Section 2, after defining tho term " abso- 
lute fee," us uaod in the act, defines a 
"ohargo"to bo " any less estato than an 
absolute fee, or ony equitable interest what- 
ever in roal estate " or, " any incumbrance, 
crown debt, judgment, mortgugo or olaim 
to or upon uny roal estate." 

Section 13 ompowora tho registrar to 
rogiBtor tho feo simple of any roal ostato in 
the name of tho owner in the " rogiBtor of 
absolute fees," but subjaob to this important 
qualification, namely— - ' upon his being sat- 
isfied after tho examination of the title 
doeda produeod that a prima faolo title hue 
beon establlBhed." 

Section 19 applies to tho registration of a 
ohargo, and is, mutatis mutandis, to the samo 
effect, tho words " upon boing satisfied after 
tho examination of tho tltlo deeds produeod 
that a prima faolo titlo has beon ostablish- 
od " boing repeated. 

Section 54, whiah is aa follows, is supple- 
mentary to both of thoso sections : " Upon 
every registration of title in favor of an 
owner in foe simple, mortgagee, or othor 
porson by right ontitlod to tho possession of 
documents of title the registrar shall " — nob 
"may" — "require tho person requiring to 
bo registered as ownor in feo, mortgagee, or 
otherwise " — that is to Bay aa an incum- 
brancer — " to produce tho title doods of tho 
property to which auch registration may bo 
intended to refer, unless tho non-produotlon 
of such titlo deeda or any of them be Butla- 
faotorily explained to the registrar on affi- 
davit." Thus, all tho doeda muat bo pro- 
duced, for If " any of them " bo missing, the 
soction Bays that their absence must be sat- 
isfactorily accountod for on oath. 

Seotion 55 is in the same direction, for it 
provides that if a mlBaing document re- 
quired for tho proof of an applicant's title 
be accounted for, bub bo not produoed " by 
reason of its being in the possession of a 
mortgagee or other person who refusea to 
produao it, tho registrar shall first givo no- 
tioo in writing to the holder or owner of 
such dooument of his intention to register 
the samo at the expiration of a time to be 
specified In the notice." 

The obvious inference ; ron) M lho|!6 m _ 
tiona ia that sequence of title Is Still to bo 
" oridenced," as Lord EMon expressed it, 
" by writ ton Inlfcruments," and nob by the 
offioial register only. The act, in bhia re- 
spect, recognizes and adopts the old law, 
and merely shifts the duty of requiring tho 
production of the doodsfrom.for instance, an 
intending purchaser to tho rogisrrar. Of 
oouroe, these observations were nob moinb 
to apply to " indefeasible titles," which are 
dealt with separately in another part oS tho 
aob. 

Rowling's application was o^o which, on 
its face, demanded critical investigation on 
the part of tho registrar. His deed was a 
doed in fee ; hence, to quoto from soction 54, 
ho was "by right entitled to tho possession 
of the doanmonta of titlo." That being bo, 
the registrar waa bound to require, for the 
words aro " shall requiro," their production 
or a satisfactory explanation on affidavit for 
their non-production. Bub the doeda were 
not produced or even aakod for ; and the 
aame waa the case with reBpeot to the cer- 
tificate of title. Had tho registrar com- 
plied with tho section, he must havo 
learned on affidavit, what Rowling has 
now stated, namely, that MIbb Kearns 
had parted with tho doeds, and had doollnod 
to state who held them ; and ib would bo 
unjust to tho registrar to assume thab suoh 
a lamo explanotion would have been satis- 
factory to him. The explanation contem- 
plated by tho aot 1b, obviously, ono that is 
calculated to show that tho doeds aro In pro- 
per hands, say, for instance, in tho hands of 
a prior mortgagee ; and whether tho mort- 
gagee be an equitable or legal one mattors 
nob, for, although tho aot prohibits the 
registration of equitable mortgagee created 
by a deposit of titlo deede, ib does not pro 
hihlt their being takon. 

Again, aoction 13, whioh relates to the 
reglatration of a foe, and soction 19, to tho 
regiatration of a charge, both require the 
registrar, beforo regiateriog, to aatiafy him- 
self that a prima fucie tltlo has been ostab 
lishod by an applicant, not, bo it observed, 
by merely Inepootlng tho official registers 
and the document aoughb to bo registered, 
bub " after tho examination of the . titlo 
deods prodrced." Language could not bo 
plainor. If some, or all of thorn, bo missing 
ho must call for their production, aa direct- 
ed by aootion 54 In othor worda, the tltlo 
deeds are to bo tho evidence, I don't say ex- 
clusively, upon whioh the registrar Is to 
form hie opinion aa to whothor tho applicant 
has a prima faoio title or not. Aa MIbb 
Reams' doeds woro nob produaod lb follows 
that tho registrar formed no opinion, In tho 
statutory sense, aa to whether Rowling had 
suoh a titlo or nob. 

Whon the language of an act is clear, as 
Is hore, it must bo obeyed without rnoro. 
Had tho registrar observed this rulo of con- 
struction this litigation would nob havo oc- 
curred, for, in viowof whab ho would have 
loarnt from tho explanatory affidavit as to 
tho missing deods, ho would unquestionably 
have refused to register Rowling's convoy- 
anoo. Rowling, and certainly his solicitor, 
muBb bo takon to have known thla. Tho 
registration having boon mado In contraven- 
tion of imperative requirements of tho aob 
must bo cancelled. Tho breach of tho acb 
by tho registrar haa prnatically facilitated 
Rowling's objoob in ondeavoring bo oscapo 
notiooof a prior equiby, although tho act, 
like the statute of frauds, Ib moant, not to 
facilitate, bub to prevent, fraud. 

As tho impoaohed registration Ib to bo 
cancelled, ib foilowa thab this caso must bo 
deoidod iniiepondontly of tho rogiatry aat — 
with tho reBulb thab tho plaintiffs aro, In my 
opinion, entitlod to an order dlroating tho 
registrar to oancol tho entry complained of ; 
to a declaration that their security is unaf • 
footed by Rowling's deed ; and to an ordor 
of foroalosuro with ooats, which will Include 
bhoao of tho first trial, ae against Rowling, 
The costs of appeal, as I undoretaml It, 
have been dealt with by tho Full oourb, 

Rowling's dood might have been "record- 
ed," as distinguished from " registered, " 
without referenoo to any title doedB by hav- 
ing lb transcribed In bhe " record of convoy- 



anoes," as provided in section 38. Bub this, 
obviously, would nob have Bulled his pur- 
pose, aa ha would nob have thereby gained 
the advantage of priority over unregistered 
securities, which a proper registration of his 
deed might have assured to him under aeo 
tionli;).
